The application has been amended as follows: 

A) Cancel claims 91-93 without prejudice or disclaimer. 

B) In claim 97 step b delete - and — 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Concerning claims 
58,63,65,66,68-72,80,88,94,97-106 there is no prior art that teach or suggest the device with 
single stranded oligonucleotides wherein first oligonucleotide comprises a first sequence 
complementary to and specific for an exon or an intron of a first gene and corresponds to a 
regions of variability in at least one product of said first gene due to differential splicing and 
second oligonucleotide with second sequence complementary to and specific for an exon-exon or 
exon-intron junction region of first gene and second sequence corresponds to a region of 
variability in at least one product of said first gene due to differential splicing. The closest prior 
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art is Chee et al (US5,837,832) who teach probes that are identical to and different from specific 
reference sequences but do not teach or suggest exon-exon or exon-intron junctions.
